BASIC INTELLIGENCE 


1. HIS produced by the contributing agencies during the reporting 
period brought the total to date to approximately 4,500 faction*, in* 
eluding feme 490 Nfaintsnaace faction*. Thi» represent* 74% of 
initial world coverage, 94% coverage on the £5 JCS Priority I area*, 
and aaaantiaUy complete coverage <rf the Siao -Soviet Bloc. 

I. Charing the reporting period CXNCHELM forwarded a epeeial 
report on use of the HIS in connection with the 1951 Lebanon landing*. 

I' hi* r*pert (baaed on comment* from ITS CZNCHUS, CJNCUS AltEUR , 
C3H COSAFE, COMSIXTHFLT, COMFAISSLM, COMSTSELM, 
FLKSNTCEKEL M ) la a lifdfitut current reiteration of the essentiality 
of the HIS program. It find# there user# requiring the full range of 
HIS topical coverage. The report in substance finds that the basic HIS 
coverage was needed and sound (for one major command H th« most 
important single source” of intelligence), but that the value of the 
HIS was reduced because the content had not been brought more up 
to date. The report suggests that in general the published HIS be 
comprehensively maintained at intervals not to exceed five years. 

3. The CINCNELM report underlines the continuing concern 
of the HIS Committee with increasing Maintenance production 
(approaching 59% of present contributions) at a time when over -all 
HIS production In the contributing agencies it being seriously 
affected by reductions of manpower and dive rsions of effort to 
crash and ether departmental projects. 
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
